Including the Cardinals, prelates 
and conclavists, there are perhaps 
persons in the enclosure. The 
government of the conclave is in the 
hands of the Cardinal camerlengo 
and of the three representative Car- 
dinals who succeed one another in 
order of seniority every three days. 
About 7 or 8 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the eleventh day, the Cardi- 
nals assemble in the Pauline Chapel 
and assist at the mass of the Cardi- 
nal dean.

Impressive fn Appearance. 

In appearance and manner Admi- 
ral Benson is large and impressive, 
with the air of austere dignity char- 
acteristic of men long accustomed to 
commanding responsibilities. 

He emphasized the fact that ex- 
porters of the Middle West, by using 
Shipping Board vessels, can make 
the United States independent of 
foreign ship owners. This is benefi- 
cial in two ways: First, it keeps 
American money in American pock- 
ets: second, it protects American ex- 
porters from exorbitant rates. 

As an example of the latter, he 
sa Left to their own desires, 
thera is no doubt that foreign ship 
omners would have charged exorbi- 
tant rates after the war. They were 
impoverished, and bottoms were 
scarce. But the Shipping Board pre- 
vented this. By fixing moderate 
rates for their own ships, they vir- 
tually compelled European shippers 
to do likewise. This is one compelling 
reason why the Middle West, with 
its great surp’us for export, should 
support our merchant marine.

Statistics Record Steady Decline 
in Deaths From All Acci- 
dents Since 1917. 
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The Safety Council has made pupd- 
‘lic statistics showing the decrease in 
fatal accidents in St. Louis annually 
‘for a number of years, although 
‘there was the natura) increase in 
population. Comparison of the va- 


rious causes of fatal accidents was 
|made between 1921 and 1920, and 
there were decreases in the num- 
‘ber of deaths from all] but two 
| causes, and these two were of lesser 
‘importance. Nearly one-third of the 
fatal accidents in both years involved 
automobiles. 

The total number in 1921 was 330, 
as shown by the Coroner’s report, 
while the number was 377 in 1920, 
370 in 1919, 420 in 1918 and 610 in 
1917.

Louis, there have ing been 69,241 of | 
these in 1921 and 53,230 the year 
before. St. Louis Coroner's inquests | 
-were also held for 15 persons who 
died in St. Louis last vear from au- | 
tomobile accidents occurring outside 
the city, chiefly in St. Louis County. 
This number, it is argued by safety | 
exponents, should not be included in | 
the figures for the city, as the ele- 
iments of safety in the city are not 
/necessarily invoked in outside acci- 
dents.

Jazz and: Hootch Drama 
Now for Laurette Taylor

NEW YORK, Jan. 28. 

HE disquieting thing about the 

new play which J. Hartley Man- 
ners has written for Miss Laurette 
Taylor, and which was presented 
Monday night at Henry Miller's 
Theater, is that it is so true. Its 
title, “The National Anthem,” was 
chosen in irony. The music to which 
the heroine camel-walks gayly and 
recklessly to perdition is the seduc- 
tive and demoralizing syncopation of 
jazz. It is a grim play, and a bit- 
ter one. with a ray of sunshine en- 
tering at the very end.
